Billion Gallon 
Gas Month Rates 
Fifth For Year 

Billion-gallon months of 
gasoline usage are becoming 
commonplace in California. 

George R. Reilly, chair¬ 
man. State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, announced recently 
that October was the fifth 
month this year in which 
taxable distribution of ga.so- 
line exceeded one billion 
gallons. In all previous years 
that mark was topped only 
once — in August 1977. 

Reilly reported that a new 
record was set for the month 
of October of 1,016,800,184 
gallons. 

Gasoline distribution data 
report taxable sales by dis¬ 
tributors to retail outlets, 
brokers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners. im‘ 
porters, and wholesale dis¬ 
tributors pay 7-cents-per - 
gallon tax on their distribu¬ 
tions to retailers. The State 
Board of Equalization ad¬ 
ministers that fuel tax. 

Reilly said that October 
revenue from that tax was 
$71.2 million, up $5.3 million 
from October 1977, and $3.4 
million higher than Septem¬ 
ber 1978.

They Had To Be Forced! 

The United States Supreme Court on December 11 of 
this year, cleared the way for what is believed to be the 
largest telephone refund and rate reduction order in the 
nation’s history by refusing to hear ad appeal of the order 
against Pacific Telephone and General Telephone com¬ 
panies. 

Both Pacific and General had asked the country’s 
highest court to review the order of the Public Utilities 
Commission (PUC) refunding $270 million In telephone 
rate overcharges and requiring future rate reductions. 

The case requesting tlie refunids was filed eight years 
ago by a group of cities led by the Los Angeles City 
Attorney’s Office. The cities of San Diego San Francisco 
and Long Beach joined in the proceedings. Various con¬ 
sumer groups from throughout the state have also par¬ 
ticipated. 

City Attorney Burt Pines said he was “elated by the 
news. This final decision culminates years of dedicated 
work and commitment by members of this office on 
behalf of the public. In particular, I wish to praise 
Deputy City Attornej- Edward J. Penez, head of our Public 
Utilities Section, and former Deputy City Attorney Leonard 
Snaider who previously headed tlie section, now an As¬ 
sistant City At.orney in San Francisco.” 

There have been four appeals to the California Su¬ 
preme Court, which denied a rehearing in July of this 
year before the case rcaohed the U.S. Supreme Court. 

On September 13, 1977. the PUC granted a $205 mil¬ 
lion refund from Pacific Telephone and a $65 million re¬ 
fund from General Telephone. On the average, refunds to 
individual customers of Pacific Telephone would be ap¬ 
proximately $29 and to customers of General Telephone, 
approximately $34. 

In addition, the PUC had ordered future ra;e reduc¬ 
tions in the total amount of $60 million for Pacific and 
$12 million for General. These future reductions would 
average appro.xima.ely 70 cents per month for Pacific 
users and 60 cents per month for General users. 

Deputy City Attorney Perez explained that he would 
be appearing before the PUC “at the earliest opportunity” 
to request the Commission’s rePand order be impleme,nted. 
“The procedure for actually getting the checks in the mail 
to the users would be set up at that ime,” Perez said. 

At issue in the case was the treatment of tax savings 
accruing to the telephone companies from tax write-offs 
for depreciation and investment tax credit. The Ci.y At¬ 
torney’s Office took the view that this savings should be 
passed on to the ratepayers in the State. 

Perez added, “The phone companies argue that they 
would lose eligibility for certain tax savings if they were 
forced to pass on these tax savings to consumers. The 
PUCs decision, however, was carefully drafted to avoid 
any Income tax eligibility problems.” 

'The City Attorney’s Office had successfully challenged 
the telephone rates as creating a “windfall” to the tele¬ 
phone companies and an “overcharge” to the customers in 
actions before the PUC and the California Supreme Court.

Partnershps To 
Be Given the Eye 

The federal tax returns cf 
partnerships. particular 1 y 
those showing losses exceed- 
ii^ $25,000 are coming un¬ 
der close scriutiny, the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service said. 

The tax collection agency 
said that beginning with 
partnership returns fil e d 
during fiscal 1978 (Octolic'.' 
1, 1977 - September 30, 1978) 
IRS will increase efforts to 
determine the tax potential 
of these kinds of returns. 

According to William H. 
Connett, IRS District Direc¬ 
tor for Southern California, 
approximately 30 per cent of 
paitnership returns showing 
losses exceeding $25,000 will 
be ex.amined. 'onnett .said 
that, in the past, partnership 
returns have not been sub¬ 
ject to the same examina¬ 
tion emphasis as corporate 
or Individual returns. 

Connett added that the in- 
crcnscfi activity in the part- 
.nership area is part of the 
IRS’ program to defect ques¬ 
tionable tax shelters. 

Included in this category 
arc loss(>s from any part 
nership, syndicate, group 
pool, or anv other venturr 
which is not a trust, estat» 
or corporation for federal 
tax purposos.

A system of reserve firemen — patterned after the 
successful reserve sheriff deputy program — has been 
proposed by Supervisor KenneJi Hahn to improve fire 
protection and to help in times of emergencies. 

“We need a force of 1,000 reserve firemen, who would 
be citizems donating their time for $1 per year," Hahn 
said. 

"They would be able to help during brush tires — 
suoh as the major ones we had this year — and during 
earihquakes and other potential emergencies." 

Hah,n also believes reserves would be available to 
offer the department technical information in fields such 
as computer programming, public relations, maintenance 
and communications. 

“Reserves also would be a big help to the public 
in fire prevention." Kahn said. “While at their offices and 
factories, or around their neighbors’ homes, they would 
be able to offer advice and lielp in ways to prevent fires. 

‘They aLso could receive emergency rescue training 
to help heart attack victims.” 

Halm’s proposal is for the County Fire Chief Clyde 
Bragdon to develop a program and submit it to the Board 
of Supervisors during early 1979. 

The sheriff already has one of the most successful 
reserve program.s in the nation, Hahn said. 

‘The sheriff has 1,308 reserves who are pair $1 per 
year for donating their services to the community.” he 
added. 

“Tlieir (hities are viriually the same as sheriffs de¬ 
puties. Tliey work in general law enforcement, custody, 
search and rescue, give technical exp)ortl.se and .^erve on 
tlie .slieriff’s posse.” 

Res<‘rves receive limited workers compen.sation insur¬ 
ance and are provkied a uniform and equipment. 

Slaim's proposal for 1,000 reser\'e firemcji would sup¬ 
plement the present full tlm(* fire department forc-e of 
1,985 persons — ranging from battalion chief to firefighter. 

We believe Supervi.sor Halm missed the boat again. 
ThLs plan of course would help but if ho really wanted 
to save m<»ney he could follow the example of Orange 
Coun.y who makes use of voluntoi*r firefighters in some 
areas with back-up paid firefighters rolling to supple¬ 
ment if neccis-sary. There are many, many areas in our 
County where there exists a good balance of resicftmt.s 
and business tlrat could be drawn upon to provide tlie 
manpower for firefighting. In other areas of heavy-spe¬ 
cialized inriustiy that provide seven* technical firefighting 
problems the paid firefigh ers could be used exclusvely. 

To lllu.strato the savings, let’s take a look locally — 
Sierra Madre has riHently l)een informed by the County 
iTiat if we are foixed to be<-ome a part of Hahn's “Consoii- 
date<r Giant Fire Dei>ar1me.nl'’ it will cost our taxpayers 
an additional $250,000 )>er year. Tltat’s a lot of money tor 
less service ihan we’re getting now. 

We’ve got enough Inniblc with “big government” we 
don’t need “trig fire union prtjblems" on top of that.

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
became chairman of the Los 
Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors at neon Monday, 
December 4. 

Hahn is the senior mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Super¬ 
visors. having taken office 
in 1952 and elected to seven 
four-year terms. 

No person has served on 
the Board longer in the his¬ 
tory of the county, which 
dates back to 1852. 

He previously was chair¬ 
man of the Board in 1974. 

The selection Monday is 
automatic under rules of the 
Board of Supervisors whicli 
elevate the chairman pro 
tern to chairman at noon on 
the first Monday in Decem¬ 
ber. 

A new chairman pro tern 
is scheduled to be elected by 
the Board this week. 

Los Angelos County, witii 
its seven million people, is 
the largest in population in 
the United States. 

Hahn, 58, was born in Los 
Angeles and attended local 
schools — 61st Street Gram¬ 
mar School, John Muir Jun 
ior High, Fremont High 
(graduated In 19381, Fepper- 
dine University, where he 
received his Bachelor of Arts 
degree In 1942, and USC, 
whore he received his Mas¬ 
ter’s degree in Education in 
1952. 

Hahn was awarded a Doc¬ 
tor of Laws degree by Pep- 
perdine University in 1971. 

Supervisor Hahn w a .s 
elected to the Los Angele.s 
City Council in 1947 and was 
re-elected in 1949 and 1951. 

He was elected to the 
Board of Supervisors in No¬ 
vember, 1952. 

He represents the heart of 
Los Angeles County, includ¬ 
ing the cities of Carson. Cul¬ 
ver City, Gardena, Haw¬ 
thorne, Inglewood, Lav.m - 
dale, Lynwood and Los An¬ 
geles. Also, the communities 
of Florence - Fir e s t o n e, 
Athens, Willowbrook, Wise- 
burn, Lennox, Kej st o n e. 
Westmont. Viewpark and 
Ladera Heights. 

Supervisor Hahn’s district 
has IVt million poo p 1 e, 
which is larger than 15 
states. 

Perhaps his proudest ac¬ 
complishment is founding 
the nationally acclaim e d 
^ramedic rescue program 
which has saved the lives of 
thousands of citizens in I.x3s 
Angelc.s County and is a pro 
gram which now is standard 
in almost every state in 
America.
